DESIGNATION OF THE COURT OF XVIITADDITIONAL DISTRICT AND SESSIONS JUDGE-CUM-II 
SPECIAL SESSION JUDGE COURT ATROCITIES AGAINST WOMEN AT L.B.NAGAR, ALSO 
AS “SPECIAL COURT” TO DEAL WITH THE CASES FILED UNDER NARCOTIC DRUG AND 
PSYCHOTROPIC SUBSTANCE ACT, 1985, IN ADDITION TO THE EXISTING COURT OF 
METROPOLITAN SESSIONS JUDGE-CUM-I ADDITIONAL DISTRICT AND SESSIONS JUDGE, 
RANGAREDDY AT L.B.NAGAR.

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 36 of the Narcotic Drug and Psychotropic Substance 
Act, 1985, as amended by the Narcotic Drug and Psychotropic Substance (Amendment) Act, 1988, and read with 
Clause (J) of Section 2 of Code of Criminal Procedure Code 1993, and after consultation with the High Court for the 
State of Telangana, the Government of Telangana hereby designates the Court of XVIII Additional District and 
Sessions Judge-cum-II Special Session Judge court Atrocities against Women at L.B.Nagar, also as “Special Cout” 
to deal with the cases filed under Narcotic Drug and Psychotropic Substance Act, 1985, and in addition to the 
existing Court of Metropolitan Sessions Judge-cum-I Additional District and Sessions Judge, Rangareddy at L.B.Nagar, 
so as to and for the purpose of enabling the Metropolitan Sessions Judge-cum-I Additional District and Sessions 
Judge, Rangareddy at L.B.Nagar, to make over cases arising under the said Act by general or Special Order to the 
said Special Court, even if such cases includes offences punishable under the Indian Penal Code, 1860, or and any 
other enactment if such offences form part of same trasaction, duly following the procedure prescribed under 
Section 36 A and 36 C of Narcotic Drug and Psychotropic Substance Act, 1988 (Amended Act 2 of 1989). 


DESIGNATION OF THE COURT OF SPECIAL JUDICIAL MAGISTRATE OF FIRST CLASS FOR CASES 
UNDER PROHIBITION ACT (EXCISE COURT), HYDERABAD AS SPECIAL COURT TO TRY 
OFFENCES HAVING PUNISHMENT LESS THAN 3 YEARS RELATING TO THE CASES FILED 
AGAINST ELECTED MPs AND MLAs AND RE-DESIGNATION OF THE EXISTING SPECIAL 
COURT AS SPECIAL COURT TO TRY OFFENCES HAVING PUNISHMENT MORE THAN 
3 YEARS RELATING TO THE CASES FILED AGAINST ELECTED MPs AND MLAs IN THE 
STATE OF TELANGANA.

In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (1) of Section 11 read with clause (i) of 
Section 2 and read with Sections 7 and 9 (1) of Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, (Central Act 2 of 1974) and in 
super session of Government Order vide G.O.Rt.No.192, Law (LA,LA&J-Home-Courts-A2) Department, dated 
26.12.2018, and after consultation with the High Court for the State of Telangana the Government here by. 


(1) Specifies the whole of the State of Telangana as the local area for the purpose of establishing a special 
court for the trial of offences relating to elected MPs and MLAs in the cadre of Sessions Judge and 
Judicial Magistrate of First Class. 


(2) The Court of Special Judicial Magistrate of First Class for cases under prohibition Act (Excise Court), 
Hyderabad is designated as special Court to try offences having punishment less than 3 years relating 
to the elected MPs and MLAs and the existing Special Court is re-designated as Special Court for the 
trial of offences relating to elected MPs and MLAs having jurisdiction over the entire State of Telangana, 
in which punishment is more than 3 years relating to the cases filed against elected MPs and MLAs. 


(3) The appeals arising out of the orders / Judgements of Special Judicial Magistrate of First Class for 
cases under prohibition Act (Excise Court), Hyderabad, against the cases filed against elected MPs and 
MLAs shall be preferred before the Special Court for the trial of offences relating to elected MPs and 
MLAs, Hyderabad.
